The bill embod ies id eas 
which were d iscu ssed by G ov ernorj

few big bills now marked for early 
action and enactm ent. 
Another bill 
p assed was the teachers' p ension bill, 
ap p ly ing to T erre Hau te. 


Doings in the Senate. 
The senate v oted for the ex emp tion 
of $37 ,5 00,000 worth of Ind iana p erson­ 
al p rop erty from fu rther tax ation by 
enacting Senator L am ont’s bill which 
ex emp ts $7 5 worth of hou sehold good s 
owned by each tax p ay er, and killed 
Senator Stotsenbu rg’s bill p rov id ing 
for a commission to establish a hos­ 
p ital for inebriates and ap p rop riating 
$100,000 for the p u rp ose. 
Senator La- 
m ont said bis bill was d esigned to p re- 
serv e to the p oor their hou sehold p rop ­ 
erty . 
Senator Will R. Wood d eclared 
that the p rop osed law was u nconstitu ­ 
tional. as the constitu tion sp ecifically 
p rov id es that “all p rop erty ,” p ersonal 
and real, shall be tax ed . 
Senator 
Cu rtis warned the members that the 
state finances wou ld not p ermit any 
su ch ex emp tion as the bill p rop osed . 
Howev er, the mem bers wou ld not be 
“warned ,” and the m easu re was p u sh­ 
ed throu gh, 27 to 14. 
The bill also ex ­ 
em p ts all family mu sical instru m ents 
from tax ation, no m atter what may be 
their v alu e. 
Senator Carey Jackson’s bill, p rov id ­ 
ing for the establishing of schools of 
instru ction in agricu ltu re and d omes­ 
tic science and p rov id ing a tax for 
their bu ild ing and maintenance, was 
p assed by a v ote of 39 to 1.

Mire Marines Dispatched to 


Gulf Coast, 


Q'JiCK AND EFFECTIVE BLOW 


Can Be Struck in Defense of American 
' ‘• “sts in Case Necessity Arises, 


the Government Rapidly Completing 
Its Arrangements for the Sending of 


an Armed Force Into Troubled Rs 


public at a Moment's Notice. 


Washington, Feb . 18.—To complete 
preparation for the sending of the 
armed forces of the United States into 
Mexico, President Taft has directed 
am fher movement on b ehalf of the 
Americans in that cou ntry. 
By his 
order 2.000 marines will proceed to 
the American naval b ase at Gu antana­ 
mo b ay, Cu b a, and estab lish a camp 
there in readiness for a movement 
on Mexico shou ld it b ecome necessary. 
The army transport Meade today took 
on b oard 1,200 marines at Philadel­ 
phia. 
Eight hu ndred additional ma­ 
rines will b e taken on b oard b y the 
naval transport Prairie in a day or two 
at Norfolk and sail thence to Gu an­ 
tanamo. 
The marines will b e u nder 
the command of Rear Admiral Charles 
J. Badger, commander-in-chief of the 
Atlantic fleet at Gu antanamo. Polone! 
Uincoln Karmany and Colonel Joseph 
H. Pendltton will l>e the regimental 
commanders of the marine detach­ 
ment. 
One hu ndred marines are now 
stationed at Gu antanamo, and they 
will b e merged with the 2,000 marines 
ordered to the naval b ase. 
This movement of marines, it is 
said, is not to b e taken as an indica­ 
tion of an intention u pon the part of 
President Taft to intervene in Mexico, 
hu t is merely to increase the prepared­ 
ness of the government to send a re­ 
lief expedition to Mexico City in case 
of necessity.

It is in­ 
tended b y this move that President 
Madero and all elements In the con­ 
test in Mexico City shall realize that 
President Taft has not b y any means 
reached the conclu sion that he will do 
.nothing with regard to the Mexican 
situ ation. 
The administration is determined to 
keep the Mexican government and the 
Diaz faction as well keenly alive to the 
necessity of reaching a settlement.
